"ENGULFED CITY

Cloudburst Struck a Suburban
Town in Oklahoma Doing
Much Damage

SEVERAL ARE MISSING

Oklahoma City, Okla, April 20.—A

g cloudburst over Capital Hill, a
suburb of this eclty, and just
south of the Canadian rlver

last night which flooded that place.
Beven persons are ‘missing and be-
lleved to be drowned. Many persons
encamped on the lowlands near the
river were caught unawares and had
but little time to make their escape.

The river Is bankful, and it wiil be
gome time before it ean be determined
whether any lives were really lost,

There was unother heavy rainfall
to-day which caused the river to rise
higher, endangering property in the
lowlands.

Three thousand persons live in
Capital HIll, which lles south of the
north Canadian river opposite Okla-
homa eity, The hill is drained Into
a  mmall strenm  ealled  Lightuing
creek, which enters the river just be-
low Oklahomn ¢ity, The water ¢ame
down the ereek and covered the low-
lands in such volume ans to force out
people living In tents, shanties and
smill houses on the low ground.

DIES OF OLD AGE.

—

Was Priest, War Chaplain, Confessor
to Emperor, Godfather to King.

New York, April 29.—Mgr Bernard
O'Reilly, priest, war chaplain, con-
fessor to Napoleon IIl, godfather to
Alfonso XI1II and biographer of Pope
Pius IX and Pope Leo XIII, is dead
at Mount 8t Vincent, N. Y. He was
91 years old. Death resulted from
old age.

Mgr O'Reilly was born In County
Mayo, Ireland, and though he left
his native land at the age of 16, eml-
grating to Quebec, he took an ardent
interest throughout his life in the po-
liteal struggles of his kinsman. In
the home rule movement he was long
a conspleuous figure.

In his earller years he devoted
much of his time to Institutional
work. Graduated at Laval univer-
sity, Quebec, he became connected
with St John's college, Fordham. In
1847 he entered the Order of Jesus,
in which he remaained 22 years.

He was chéplain of the Sixty-ninth
New York reglment during the clvil
war. Later he spent 20 years sbroad
in Mterary and educational work, and
was known personally by nearly ev-
ery rulep in Europe. His blographles
of Popes Plus IX and weo XIII are
regarded as standard works,

Emperor Gone to Vienna,

Prague, Bohemia, April 28.—Em-
peror Francls Joseph left Prague for
Vienna to-day, after a fortnight's
stay at the Bohemian capital. His
majesty signalized his departure by
addressing a rescript to the governor
of the province earnestly appealing
for conciliation between the Czech
and German nationalitles. He said
that a start had been made in this
direction by the introduction of uni-
versal suffrage, and concluded: I
would conslder it the greatest happi-
ness if I, who have shared all the
sorrows and struggles, should now
also be able to share the joys of na-
tional peace.”

Caught Bundle of Clothing.

Chicago, April 29.—A dispatch
Elgin, 11, says: While fishing in
| Fox river vesterday Stephen Boras
hooked a bundle of clothing which
he pulled ashore and found to con-
tain the bodles of three Infants, twin
boys and a girl. Coroner Norton is
of the opinion that the bhodies may
have been hurled from a passing
triain, The clothing found with them
was of fine quality, but bhad no

marks.

Kansas City, Mo, April 29.—A
combination of snow, sleet and rain
was reported this morning in this
part of the southwest, with freezing
weatner prevalling from the Nebras-
ka line to Texas, There was a fall
of snow at Concordia, Kan, follow-
ing rain: sleet at Baker, Kan, and a
heavy raln at Wichita, with a furry
of snow In northwestern Missouri.

Steamer Foundered,

Victoria, B. C., April 29 —The
steamer Empress of India, which ar-
rived sesterday from Yokohams,
brought news that the steamer Halko
Ku. bound from Ottaru to Saigha-
Hen, foundered shortly after leaving
and twenty persons were drowned.

BREWERIES LOSE

Sopreme Court Receivers al
Topeka Selzed Bulldings
Contalning Salooms.

Topeka, Kan, April 20.—The tliree
recelvers appointed by the state su-
preme court last week to take churge
of the property In Kansns of eight
outside brewlng companles, and of a
real estate concern operated by one
llquor firm, made its report to the
court here to-day. The report shows
that the recelvers have taken posses-
slon of nine bulldings, four at Atchi-
son, and five ut Leavenworth.

They also are {n possession of a
large assortment of bars, fixtures and
mirrors, Not much liquor bas been
taken.. Most of the places where
sefzures were made have been sa-
loons, and the liquor was clalmed by
parties other than the brewing com-
panies,

The receivers belleve that the
brewery companies will tuke some ac-
tlon to protect thelr property mow that
the formal report of the selzures has
been filed.

The brewery attorneys say they
are waiting for definite authority on
how to proceed. On Thursday next
A motion to appoint a recelver In
Kansas  for the  Anheuser-Busch
Brewery company will be argued in
the supreme court. This company
was the only one of the foreign con-
cerns to fight the move for recelver-
ships and it was not inclided in the
list of companies for which receivers
were named.

FIRE IN BRIDGEPORT.

Paper Company's Plant Was Com-
pletely Gutted To-day.

Bridgeport, Aprll 20.—A fire which
practically destroyed the Tait & Bons
Paper company's plant early to-day
gave the fire department a good deal
of trouble and it wus only after a
great effort that it was kept from
spreading to nearby residences. The
factory of the company was located
on Trumbull road in North Dridge-
port and was owned by the Bridge-
port Hydraulle company. It was a
long low strocture and it was com-
pletely gutted from one emdl to the
other, The fire broke out before the
day's work began and gained consid-
erable headway before |t was dis-
coversd, so mueh so that the firemen
were uniable to control jt. A double
alarm brought out nearly every ap-
paratus in the city and three engines
were kept at work until afternoon.

The losa to the buillding Is about
#2000 while the mualiine-and stock
of Tult & Rons were valued at about
$45,000,  Both stock and machinery
were almost completely ruined. One
hundred hands are thrown out of
work on account of the fire, but it is
understood that the plant will be re-
built shortly., The fire officlals were
unable to learn how the fire started
::lld an Investigation has been order-
The loss will amount to $75,000,
with Insurance to the amounnt of
$45,000. A temporary building will
be occupled to continue the busi-
ness.

Art Exposition.

Perugin, Italy, April 20.—King
Victor Emmanuel, who was accom-
panied by Foreign Minister Tittonl
and Education Minister Rava, to-day
Inaugurated in the municipal palace
here, a Jarge and beautiful edifice
bullt in 1271, a complete exposition
of ancient Umbrian art, arranged
chronologically and comprising =
thongand plctures and thousands of
other objects. One of the most in-
teresting exhibits were the pontifical
robes which belonged to Pope Bene-
dict XI (1303-04), which were found
buried with him in the historic
church of San Domenico here.

Trouble for Panama.
Panama, April 29.—Advices re-
ceived here from Ecuador are to the
effect that serious trouble is expect-
ed In that country as an Incident of
the congressional elections which are
set for May 6. The government has
already suppressed an Inciplent revo-
lutionary movement in Quito, but the
last reports indicate that disaffection
has spread and outbreaks are ex-
pected in several other points,

Going to the Conference.

Vienna, April 29.—Privy Council-
lor Merey von Kaposmoe, Baron
Macchio and Prof MHelorich Lam-
masch have been appointed prineipal
Austro-Hungarian delegates to The
Hague peace conference. The naval
delegate of Austro-Hungary will be
Rear Admiral Haus and the military
delegate Major-General Baron von
Gieslingen.

Resolutions Adopted.
Denver, Col, April 29.—The Den-
ver Trades and Labor Unfon assem-
bly vesterday adopted resolutions re-
gretting the attitnde taken by Presi-
dent Roosevelt against Mover and
Haywood, Western Federation offi-
clals now walling trial at Boise,
Idaho, on charge of complicity in the
assassination of former Governor
Steunenburg.

LOCKOUT STILL ON

Masfter Bakers at St Pelersburg
Do Not. Waul to G!vﬁe In—
Consul Walts Wailing

TROUBLE LOOKED FOR

St Petersburg, April 20.—Despite
the secesslon of the syndicate of
bakers which granted the demands
of the men, the master bakers asso-
clation is attempting to continue the
lockout. Six thousand journeymen,
about two-thirds of the trade, who
refused to accept work under the old

conditions, are fdle to-day. Never-
theless the Inhabitants are only
slightly inconvenienced. Bread is

almost everywhere obtainable.
syndicate bakers are working full
time, but many of the smaller baker-
les are being operated with reduced
force.

The striking journeymen, who in
Russia are fed, lodged and clothed
by their employers in patriarchal
but highly unsanitary style, sleep in
the oven rooms, with few facilities
for ecleanliness, demand besides high-
er wages ,shorter hours and an
amelloration in their conditions of
life, including separate lodgings,
money allowance for food, washing
conveniences, ete. The journeymen
bakers of Moscow recently won
strike on similar grounds.

COST MILLIONS

Support of the Philippine Islands
Has Reached the Large Sum
of $500,000,000

'NOW FIGURING IT UP

Washington, D. €., April 20.—A
monumental task has becn underta-
ken by the bureau of insular affairs
of the war depurtment. It is, In ef-
feet, a classification of the espenses
that may " be traced directly to the
Philippine Islands,

government nobody, curlously enough
seems to know. Nelther the war de-
partment nor the trensury departmnent
Is able to throw definite light on the
subject, with the data pow at hard.
Of course, the sccount books of the
two departments show aceurately
what the expenses incident to the

| Philippines have been, but the ng-
gregate sum never has  beey col-
puted,

During the last sesslon of congress,
| dn effort was made to obtain certain
information regarding the expenses,
but for some inexplicable reason it
was blocked by administration con-
gressmen.  Benator Clay, of Georgla,
introduced a resolution calling for in-
formation as to the Philippine ex-
penses.  In connectlon with the res.
olution, Senator Clay stated that no
definite statement ever had been
made of the expenses incurred in sup-
port of the islandsg, hut he had been
{led to belleve that they had nggre-
gated in the nelghborhivod
UR,000 & year. Not only In the sen-
ate, but also In the Touse statements
were made Indieating a general ve-
llef that the amount of money ox-
| pended by the United States in sup-
[port of the Philippiues had aggre-
| gated nn enormous sum, une or two
| men placing it s high as $500 000,
| 000 a year. )

The last mentioned amount §s re-
garded as entirely out of proportion
to the correct sum. Senator Clay
charged that ne reports of the expend-
| ftures of the government on the Phil-
ippine islands' nccount had been made
gince 1902 and that the reports then
submitted were In adequate and in-
aceurnte,

While his resolution did not pass,
ilt was deemed only proper by admin-
{stration officlals that an account of
'the expenses should be prepared. To
this end, General Clarence Edwards,
chief of the bureau of insular affairs,
has issued directions that the com-
plete account Is to be made up and
the likelihood is that it will be for-

warded to congress at the beginnlng |

of the next sessian.

Work on the compilation of the ac-
count Is progressing, but not enough
data yet has bheen obtained that af-
fords a definite idea of the amount.
It I8 certain, however, that the ag-
gregate sum will be much less than
|has been guessed and it is pretty
well assured now that the amount is
not increasing each year, as has
|been stated.

The account, when completed, will
be
enable the officials to make an ae-
curate statement of the cost of the
Hispano-American war—which never
has been computed in definite fig-
ures—the cost of the insurrections in
the Philippines and the cost of the
maintenance of the islands so far as
It has fallen on the American gov-
ernment. Every Item of Philippine

expense will be included In the ac- |

count, and Information bearing on
the subject will be gathered from
every possible source,

the cost of the Phillppines to the

|Amerlnn government, exclusive of

the expenses of the Spanish war, has
not exceeded $10,000,000 a vear,
since Admiral Dewey's historic vie-
tory In Manila bay. This would in-

‘dlcate that the expenses gradually
